Pu-yi, last of the Emperors of Old 
China, became Emperor Kang Teb 
(tranquillity and virtue), first. of

Manchukuo, today. . 

His enthronement, with religious 
and secular services, took place, 
with the mercury below zero. Sol- 
diers of Japan, the nation which 
carved Manchukuo out of China 
and gave Pu-yi an orchid throne 
in place of the dragon throne, were 
on guard during the ceremony. 

The enthronement of the 28-year- 
old sovereign was probably the 
briefest, most perfunctory and 
most machine-like ever held. The 
ceremonies moved with the preci- 
sion of the Japanese military ma- 
chine. Despite the fears that an 
attempt might be made on Pu-yi's 
life, there was no untoward occur- 
rence. 

Pu-yi drove the five-mile trip, 
down a road festooned with bunt- 
ing, in a _ bullet-proof American 
limousine, to the Altar of Heaven

Raises Constitutional Point. 

While Whitney offered a co::pro- 
mise for the Fletcher-Rayburn bill 
yesterday, he challenged the con- 
stitutionality of any. Federal regu- 
lation of the exchange. 

Pecora contended this was jincon- 
sistent. But Whitney said the ex- 
change would not challenge the 
constitutionality of its own propo- 
sal if Congress should accept it.

TARIFF POWER 


Preach Parliament Votes $3, 140,000, 000 Fiscal 
Program—Authorizes Premier to Ne- 
gotiate Trade Treaties. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, March 1.—Premier Dou- 
mergue scored two victories in 
Parliament today. Parliament gave 
him dictatorial powers to effect 
governmental economies and manip- 
ulate tariffs in negotiating trade 
treaties and then accepted his 
budget, forcibly balanced by decree. 
Thus Doumergue accomplished 
within three weeks what four pre- 
ceding Premiers. had failed to} 
achieve in bitter parliamentary 
struggles which began last October. 
With finances assured for the 
year, the Premier’s hands were free 
to press the investigation’ of the 
Serge ‘Stavisky scandal, in which 
investors lost $40,000,000 when the 
municipal bank and pawnshop 
failed at Bayonne, to take steps to 
allay unrest, and to tackle problems 
of foreign policy. 

The 1934 budget, as voted, gives 
a surplus of 9,000,000 francs rev- 
enue over estimated expenditures. 
Expenditures are fixed as 48,318,- 
570,000 francs ($3,140,707,050). 

The vote on the budget in the 
Chamber of Deputies was 458 to 
132, in the Senate, 284 to 15. 

Doumergue had declared the 


budget must be voted by March 1. 
So, using the old device of stopping 
the ‘clock at midnight, Parliament 
settled down to an all-night session. 
The final vote came at 6:50 a. m. 
Doumergue had had the budget 


appropriations went through on a 
single vote, instead of chapter by 
chapter, and the process of passing 
the receipts was simplified by vot- 
ing funds for each ministry as a 
unit. To avoid the long, slow 
process of having various parlia- 
mentary committees examine the 
budget and report on it, Doumergue 
and his.

The Budget. 


HE first trouble young Henry 
T cumpea into was the budget. No 

one knew how much money 
was being spent. The NRA, the 
AAA, the PWA, the CWA, all the 
other recovery agencies, were func- 
tioning without any relation to 
the Treasury. Budget Director Lew 
Douglas didn’t know how much 
they Were spending. The recovery 
swencies didn’t know, the only man 
vho did know was Thomas Hewes, 
Assistant Secretary, who for three 
weeks had figures on his desk 
showing the budget was $4,000,000,- 
00 out of balance. 

“Why didn’t you call this to the 
attention of the President?” asked 
Morgenthau. 

‘I thought if he was interested 
he would ask me,” replied Hewes. 
After which Hewes “resigned.” 

Morgenthau then proceeded to 
bring the budget into balance; on 
paper, at any rate. He forced the 
Recovery agencies to co-operate 
with the Treasury. He _ restored 
tankers’ confidence in Government 
bnds—then showing a tendency to 
dip. He brought bonds back to the 
mint where the Government could 
borrow for more than a few months. 


Sackett and Edge. 


FTER that Young Henry began 
Aes clean house. He found, first 
of all a scandal in the New 
York Customs House, also one in 
the Seattle Customs House.

Buildings and Taxes. 

OUNG Henry next turned his 
y guns on public buildings, one of 

the real danger spots of the 
New Deal. Although Secretary 
Ickes’ Public Works Administration 
allots the money for new postof- 
fices, customs houses and other 
Federal buildings, the Treasury has 
charge of their construction. And 
while Roosevelt and Ickes were 
clamoring to get the PWA money 
spent, “Chip” Robert, in charge of 
the Treasury’s new buildings, 
seemed more interested in social du- 


ties than letting meno en, 
So Robert was switched to public 
health and the mint. ll 

But Morgenthau’s biggest fight— 
and he is in the thick of it now-—is 
over income taxes. He found his 
department organized so that it 
seemed to function chiefly for the 
benefit of the rich. -The chief in- 
vestigator of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau had instructions to investi- 
gate no tax returns without the ex- 
press OK of Andy Mellon and -Og- 
den Mills. 

Furthermore Morgenthau found 
that almost every wealthy man’s 
tax return was filed with the same 
examiner every year, so that it was 
relatively, easy for the horde of 
Washington's income tax lawyers to 
cultivate that examiner. 

That horde of lawyers is now giv- 

ing Morgenthau the hardest fight 
he has had. There are several thou- 
sand of them, all supposed to be 
registered and investigated, but no 
check has been made on them since 
1921. At times their influence in 
the Internal Revenue Bureau has 
been unbelievably potent. 
As the spearhead in this drive, 
Morgenthau removed E. Barrett 
Brettyman, general counsel of the 
Bureau. A howl of protest from 
Washington lawyers was the an- 
swer. A Senate move to block con- 
firmation of his successor followed. 
The fight is still on. 


Errors and Hits. 


Young Henry has not been with- 
out mistakes. His appointment of 
Earl Bailie, formerly of J. & W. 
Seligman, was one. His censurship 
of the press when he was first ap- 
pointed was another. In both of 
these his intentions were good, his 
execution bungling. He has been 
inclined teward modification of the 
proposed securities act and has 
leaned toward part of the mone 
tary program Wall street wants, 
chiefly because his first concern 
was floating Government bonds. 

Henry has been an excellent or- 
ganizer. He insists on having men 
around him he can trust, and with-

Inflamed Throat 
In Child Needs 


Immediate Care 
By Dr. lago Galdston 


ECAUSE of its widespread oc- 

currence, and because it is the 

gateway to so many more seri- 
ous disease conditions, a sore throat 
in a child must be considered as a 
condition of major importance. 


The young child is not likely to 
complain of soreness, even when 
the throat and tonsils are consider- 
ably inflamed. Too often the moth- 
er discovers the child’s condition 
only when it shows constitutional 
symptoms, such as weakness and 
lack of energy, fever, or when the 
child has suffered a vomiting spell. 

It would be wise if mothers per!- 
odically looked into the throats of 
their children to get an idea of the 
appearance of the normal throat. 
This would enable them to judge 
promptly should the child’s throat 
become inflamed. 

No single therapeutic procedure 
in the treatment of sore throat in 
the child is of greater value than 
rest in bed. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, this most valuable remedy is 
not employed widely enough. 

All too often the sick child is 
treated with worthless home reme- 
dies and is permitted to stay up and 
mix with other children. Delayed 
and imperfect recovery is a com- 
mon result, and serious complica- 
tions are invited. 

When the child is placed in bed, 


if its infection is mild, the soreness 
will disappear gradually and the 
temperature drop within 24 to 48 
hours. If the child fails to improve 
perceptibly within this period, then 
the danger of complications must 
be thought of. 

The immediate complications may 
represent an extension of the infect- 
ed ansillar abscess or the breaking 
down of glands in the neck. 

The more remote complications 
which may appear from one to three 
weeks after the throat infection are 
those involving the kidneys and the 
heart. This is very serious, for it 
spells acute rheumatism. 

One should play safe. The young- 
er the child the more it needs to be 
watched for untoward symptoms,

tinct triumph in one field of 
decorations—the development 
of indirect lighting. But just be- 
cause it was launched as a purely 
modern feature is no reason that 
it should remain such, for indirect 
lighting, with its aesthetic as well as 
practical appeal, may be made to 
fit into any interior, and at small 
cost, too. 

One of the simplest and most ef- 
fective means of indirect lighting 
is the cove type, where a simple 
trough containing the light bulbs is 
placed entirely around the room, 
either in or just below the cornice 
molding. The trough may be made 
of wood, plaster, or metal, so lohg 
as it is lined with some such re 
flecting material as mirror, glass, 
or polished metal; and the lights 
may be either of the long tubular 
variety or strings of ordinary 
Christmas tree lights. These coves 
may be very simply installed by 
small brackets placed at the back, 
care being taken that the light is 
reflected toward the center of the 
ceiling and also that enough space 
is allowed for cleaning and renew- 
ing bulbs. 

There are, however, a hundred 
and one other ways of achieving 
this new type of lighting which is 
so flattering to the evening toilette 
of women as well as to the room 
itself. The ordinary reflector lamps 
which came into vogue not so long 
ago are now being disguised in 
most attractive ways. Pilasters or 
fluted columns of wood or marble 
are placed in each corner of the 
room and reflect the light upward 
toward the ceiling. Recessed book- 
shelves or fireplaces are other ex- 
cellent sources for concealed light- 
ing. 

One of the most interesting new 
developments in this field is the in- 
direct lighting of window recesses 
to give a daylight effect. A trifle 
dramatic, perhaps, but most effec- 
tive in retaining the true colors 
used in the room, especially of the 
hangings. Similar effects may be 
obtained by placing this type of 
lighting at the top of decorative 
wall panels or in such built-in wall 
features as corner cupboards or va- 
rious types of niches which hold 
decorative objects. 

Finally, there are the individual 
pieces of furniture and accessories 
which contain their own indirect 
lighting. We are all familiar with 
the purely modern furniture with 
built-in lights of various sorts, but 
now other furniture is also taking 
up this idea. Drawers pull out to 
reveal concealed lights and dressing 
tables are made with lights built in 
along the mirror. There are, too,

those objecfs like fish bowls which 
have their own lighting effects built 
into the container. And, finally, 
there are the million and one new 
types of light brackets and sconces, 
but more of them anon. 


Q. I live in one of those antiquat- 
ed houses which has a huge double 
doorway between the living room 
and dining room, with a sliding door 
tc close off one room from the oth- 
er. Can you suggest any way in 
which I might make this arrange- 
ment more attractive? 

A. Of course, the simplest way 
would be to place an attractive 
screen between the doorway, but a 


door which closes is always desir-. 


able, especially when it leads into a 
dining room. It would be quite sim- 
ple to make two two-paneled screens 
and attach them permanently to 
either side of the doorway, with the 
two center panels made to swing 
open to give access to the dining 
room. This screen might be cov- 
ered with a decorative wall panel, 
possibly above a painted dado, so 
that when closed it will be a decid- 
ed addition to the decorative effect 
of the room. 


Q. I have just papered my dress- 
ing room in a most attractive paper 
with a design of white fans on a 
turquoise blue background, but I 
am stumped as to what colors to 
use in the room. I have tried old 
rose, but it somehow seems so trite. 
Could you suggest a color scheme 
for me? 

A. Of course, quite a bit of the white 
can be incorporated into the rrom 
in the way of curtains, dressing ta- 
ble skirt and euch things.

The Hawes-Cutting legislation, 
passed a year ago by Congress, au- 
tomatically lapsed early this year 
by failure of the Philippine Gov- 
ernment to accept it.

It also provided that the United 
States would retain the option of 
keeping certain military and naval 
bases in the islands after independ- 
ence. Roosevelt proposed that the 
military bases be relinquished si- 
multaneous with independence.

The President’s Message. 

The. text of the President's mes-. 
sage follows: \ . 

“To the Congress: : 

' “Over a third of a century ago 
the United States as a result of 
a war which had its origin in the 
Caribbean Sea acquired sovereignty 
over the Philippine Islands, which 
lie many. thousands of miles from 
our shores across the widest of 
oceans. 


“Our nation covets no territory; | Ser 


it desires to hold no people over 
whom it has gained sovereignty 
through war against their will. 

“In keeping with the principles of

Law Passed Year Ago. 


“A law passed by the Seventy-

retain the option of keeping certain 
Military and naval bases in the is- 
lands after actual independence had 
been accomplished. 

“As to the military bases, I rec- 
ommend that this provision be elim- 
inated from the law and that these 
bases be relinquished simultaneous- 
ly with the acconiplishment of final 
Philippine independence. 

“As to the naval bases, I recom- 
mend that the law be so amended 
@s to provide for the ultimate set- 
tlement of this matter on terms 
Satisfactory to our own Govern- 
a and that of the Philippine Is-

“I do not believe that other pro- 
Visions of the original law need be® 
changed at this time. Where im- 
Perfections or inequalities exist, I 
am confident that they can be cor- 
rected after proper hearing and in 
fairness to both peoples.
